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INHERITANCE 


Tho  history  of  man  really  begins 
with  the  history  of  his  ancestors. 


Over  1000  million  years  ago  our  ancestors  came  into 
existence  as  mere  germs  in  the  warm  shallow  water  of  pre¬ 
historic  oceans.  (The  Sea  for  Sam.  W.  Maxwell  Reed).  Without 
such  simple  beginnings  no  more  elaborate  creatures  could  have 
been  evolved.  We  can  and  do  trace  our  ancestry  back  to  the 
first  lowly  vertebrates — back  hundreds  of  millions  of  years. 

"Not  to  know  what  came  to  pass  before  you  were  born  is 
always  to  remain  a  child."  (Cicero)  History  flows  continously, 
like  a  great  river.  Down  the  unimaginable  corridors  of  time  the 
thread  of  life  has  passed  from  generation  to  generation,  ever 
varying  but  unbroken.  Life  is  continuous,  and  each  living  or¬ 
ganism  acquires  its  heritage  from  another  life,  each  after  its 
kind. 


It  is  the  chromosomes  that  govern  every  individual's  physi¬ 
cal  inheritance,  A  single  chromosome  contains  up  to  1000  genes. 

A  creature  like  man,  with  48  chromosomes,  may  have  nearly  48,000 
genes  representing  a  complex  integration  of  ancestral  traits 
passed  down  through  untold  generations.  The  possible  variations 
of  gene  distribution  are  almost  infinite.  It  is  no  wonder  that 
no  offspring  is  a  perfect  copy  of  any  progenitor — no  two  precise 
duplicates;  save  identical  twins.  (The  World  We  Live  In,  the 
Editorial  Staff  of  LIFE,  and  Lincoln  Barnett.)

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INHERITANCE 


English:  Ancient  Celts,  Romans,  (and  mixed  Mediterraneans  including 
North  Africans),  Anglo-Saxons,  Danish  Vikings,  Normans,  Germans. 


Once  one  goes  more  than  five  generations  back — beyond  a  great- 
great-grandparent — the  chances  become  less  and  less  of  having  a  full 
chromosome  of  a  given  ancestor.  Thus,  in  the  case  of  a  claimed  an¬ 
cestor— a  Revolutionary  War  hero— the  odds  would  be  eight  to  three 
against  having  received  a  full  one  of  his  chromosomes.  For  an 
ancestor,  such  as  a  Pilgrim,  the  odds  might  be  twenty  to  one,  or 
even  forty  to  one,  against  carrying  a  full  one  of  his  or  her  chromo¬ 
somes. 

"Distinquished"  ancestry.  People  who  boast  of  descent  from  some 
famous  remote  ancestor  usually  overlook-  a  number  of  the  points  we 
have  stressed:  1)  They  ignore  almost  all  the  many  other  unknown  an¬ 
cestors  who  lived  at  the  same  time  as  the  famous  one,  and  who  con¬ 
tributed  equally  to  their  heritage;  2)  They  may  have  received  not 
a  single  one  of  the  noted  ancestor’s  chromosomes  (or  only  a  small  ’;A 

part  of  one),  and  thus  have  virtually  no  heredity  link  in  him;  3)  if 
they  did  get  some  of  the  ancestor's  genes,  they  may  not  at  all  have 
been  those  which  helped  produce  his  admirable  qualities,  but  may  as 
easily  have  been  his  worst  ones.  4)  traits  such  as  high  intelligence, 

courage,  or  unusual  talent  of  any  kind  are  so  complex  that  it  would 
be  impossible  for  any  combination  of  genes  producing  them  to  be  passed 
along  intact  from  a  given  ancestor.  Human  Heredity  Handbook, 

Amram  Scheinfeld. 

Doubling  our  ancestors  every  generation  results  in  over  one 
thousand  ancestors  in  ten  generations;  over  one  million  in  twenty 
generations;  and  one  billion  in  thirty  generations.  Though  in  this 
period  of  time  there  almost  always  exists  more  than  one  marriage 
within  a  single  family.  Generations  may  be  figured  at  about  three 
every  hundred  years.

PURITANS  -  1628 


"Separatists"  "Independents" 

Broke  from  "Church"  before 
leaving  England. 

Fled  to  Holland,  1608. 

Backed  by  "Adventurers" 
of  England.

1643,  some  3000  people,  only

Did  not  break  from  Church  of  England 
until  after  arrival. 

Recruited  by  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 

Landed,  Naumkeag  (Salem)  1627-28. 

Flourished  rapidly  -  several  thousand 
settlers  (six  times  as  many  as  the 
Old  Colony) . 

Would  have  the  church  thoroughly  re¬ 
formed,  and  reduced  entirely  to  the 
Scripture  purity.  (Rev.  T.  Prince.) 


The  Pilgrims  were  not,  with 
one  probable  exception,  persons 
of  recognized  social  station  in 
English  life  of  that  period. 

Class  distinctions  were  then 
well  defined  and  the  term 
"gentleman"  had  a  legal,  and 
not  an  ethical  or  cultural 
significance. 

The  Pilgrims  were  of  the 
yeoman  class  and  came  from  the 
cottages,  not  from  the  manor 
houses  of  England.  The  large 
majority  were  from  the  tene¬ 
ments  of  cities,  and  attempts 
which  have  been  undertaken  to 
make  them  masquerade  as  scions 
of  the  nobility  or  gentry. of 
England,  is  a  distinct  dis¬ 
service  to  these  plain  sons 
and  daughters  of  the  field  and 
loom.  (The  Historical  Ancestry 
and  Homes  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers. 

Banks) 

"Pilgrims"  were  known  merely  as  Forefathers  until  about  I84O.  "Fore-fathers" 

Day  was  instituted  by  Massachusetts,  1895. 

Had  the  Mayflower  sunk  in  mid-ocean  with  her  living  freight,  the  incident  would 
never  have  reached  the  pages  of  history. 

The  Massachusetts  colonists  set  out  in  good  array,  filling  a  fleet  of  eleven 
ships,  the  admiral  of  the  fleet,  the  Arbella,  carrying  fifty-two  seamen  and  twenty 
pieces  of  ordnance,  and  as  they  sailed  by  the  fort  at  Yarmouth  they  were  saluted  by 
its  royal  guns  as  adventurers  whose  enterprise,  under  the  broad  seal  of  the  king, 
would  reflect  honor  and  reknown  of  the  British  Empire.  (Ancient  Landmarks  of 
Plymouth  -  Davis),  It  is  interesting  that,  of  all  the  ships  that  arrived  during 
this  early  period,  the  Mayflower  is,  by  far,  the  best  known  to  all  Americans.  H  R  K 


The  term  of  Puritan  was,  originally, 
a  term  of  reproach.  Neal,  in  his 
History  of  the  Puritans,  states,  "If 
a  man  maintained  his  steady  adherence 
to  the  doctrines  of  Calvin  and  the  Sy-? 
nod  of  the  Dortj  if  he  kept  the  Sabbath 
and  frequented  sermons :  if  he  maintained 
religion  and  would  neither  swear  nor  be 
drunk,  nor  comply  with  the  fashionable 
vices  of  the  times,  he  was  called  a 
Puritan." 

The  Puritans  arose  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth.  After  the  famous  act 
of  Uniformity  (the  Bartholomew  Act), 
in  1662,  they  were  called  non-conform¬ 
ists,  Since  that  period  they  have  gen¬ 
erally  been  denominated  Dissenter.

The  Puritans  were  from  among  the 
substantial  merchants,  the  yeoman  farm¬ 
ers,  and  the  landed  gentry.

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SURNAMES 


Christian  (baptismal,  first,  individual,  proenomen)  were 
given  to  distinquish  one  person  from  another.  They  were  adopted, 
originally,  Lo  a  groat  extent,  from  consideration  of  their 
significance.

There  were  no  surnames  before  the  Conquest.  Surnames  came 
into  use  in  England  about  the  thirteenth  or  fourteenth  century. 

At  that  time  Richard  was  a  common  Christian  name  among  all  classes. 
Robert  and  Richard  were  popular  Norman  names,*  the  first  was  helped 
by  Robin  Hood,  the  second  by  Lion-Heart,  After  the  Conquest  William 
led  easily.  (Weekly  in  11  The  Romance  of  Names.1') 

The  majority  of  surnames  come  from  various  dialects  of  middle 
English,  different  in  spelling  and  sound  from  our  own,  and  full  of 
words  now  obsolete.  Medieval  spelling  was  roughly  phonetic  -  an 
attempt  to  reproduce  the  sound  of  the  period. 
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According  to  Aunt  Artomisia  notes  to  Agnes: 

Bradbury  and  Joseph  founded  the  town  of  Glencoe,  Minnesota. 

One  daughter  bocomo  Mrs.  Gilbert  -  see:  Nettie  E,  dau  of  Bradbury. 
One  Boy’s  name  was  Frank  Richardson,  and  a  Ralph  Richardson  looked 
into  the  genealogy  of  the  Richardsons. 

This  Frank  and  Ralph  (not  Uncle  Justin’s  son)  do  not  appear  on 
our  chart. 


Regarding  RICHARDSON  chart: 

To  any  of  you  who  have  previous  charts  ~  you  may  find  some 
variation  In  the  information.  On  this  (latest)  chart  I  have  used 
previous  charts  together  with  information  I  have  secured.  Where 
a  difference  is  shown  I  have  used  what  I  believe  to  be  the  correct 
data.  Even  town  records  (some  being  copied)  will  show  a  difference, 
as  for  Caleb  3,  in  which  I  have  Included  both  records. 

’Where  I  have  left  out  a  name,  1  felt  It  did  not  belong  there, 
and  a  couple  of  blanks  (showing  there  had  been  a  child  born)  I  did 
not  include. 

I  have  checked  the  charts  carefully,  both  against  previous 
charts,  and  my  records,  to  eliminate  all  possible  errors.  If  you 
fit  the  two  charts  together  at  the  correct  generation,  you  will 
have  all  of  the  information  available.  In  the  No.  2  Chart  I  did 
the  "IXM  first,  then  worked  back  including  only  parents  whose 
children  were  listed,  as  the  No.  IX  had  the  greatest  number  of  names

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RICHARDSON 


It  is  commonly  claimed  that  Richard  is  of  Norman  origin,  though 
some  claim  it  derives  from  Anglo-Saxon.  According  to  tradition,  the 
most  remote  ancestors  of  the  family  were  the  dukes  of  Normandy  of 
the  ninth  century,  at  which  time  there  was  a  long  succession  of 
dukes  bearing  the  name  Richard.  Richard  was,  however,  the  name  used 
by  many  other  Normans  of  the  same  period  ansi  was  highly  favored 
about  1066,  the  time  of  the  Norman  Conquest  of  England. 

Riche  Means  powerful,  and  ard  an  ensign  of  office;  therefore 
a  "mighty  ruler."  Thus  the  meaning  of  the  name  Richardson  can  be 
said  to  be  "Son  of  a  mighty  ruler." 

Richer,  from  the  Old  French  Richier ,  is  generally  absorbed 
by  Richard.  There  are  many  derivatives  of  the  name:  Rick,  Hick, 

Dick,  Rich,  Hitch,  Higg  and  Digg;  Ritchie ,  Richards,  Richart,  Ricardo, 
Rickson,  Dickson,  Ricks,  Rix,  Ritson,  Richison,  Rixson,  Dix,  Dickens, 
Dickerson,  Reichard,  Ricardus,  Rixon,  Ritson,  Diccons,  Dickenson, 
Dicconson.  Other  variations  are:  Richardsome,  Rycherdson,  and  \ 

Rychartson.  (It  seems  quite  possible  that  our  family  name,  Riggs, 
may  also  be  of  this  origin.  HRK) 

Presumably  hundreds  of  Richardsons  derived  their  family  name 

from  an  ancestor  who  had  been  christened  Richard,  but  had  no  connec¬ 
tion  with  each  other.  According  to  Camden's  "Remains"  and  other 
sources,  this  is  the  beginning  of  the  name.  A  certain  follower  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  named  William  Belward  Lord  of  the  Moiety  of 
Malpasse,  had  two  sons,  One  was  named  Richard,  and  because  of  the 
smallness  of  his  stature  was  colled  "Richard  the  Little."  One  of  the 
sons  of  Richard  the  Little  was  called  John,  Richard's  son,  and  in  time 
became  known  as  John  Richardson,  believed  to  be  the  first  of  the  name 
in  its  present  form.  "Hence  came  the  name  and  family  of  Richardson," 
quoted  in  Richardson  Memorial.  However,  it  is  erroneous  to  suppose 
that  all  bearing  the  name,  in  Its  several  forms,  have  descended  from 
a  common  ancestor  by  the  name  of  Richard. 

Many  a  Richardson,  both  abroad  and  in  our  own  country,  has  attained 
greatness  in  civil,  military,  literary  and  ecclesiastical  life. 


2 

Richardson 

There  were  a  number  of  Richardsons  who  migrated  to  the  American 
Colonies,  and  they  are  said  to  be  prolific,  though  this  seems  to  be 
true  of  many  of  the  early  colonizers.  They  are  now  found  in  prac¬ 
tically  every  state  of  the  Union.  As  Colonists  the  Richardsons  are 
said  to  be  especially  noted  for  strength  of  character,  piety,  and 
love  of  liberty. 

It  is  said  that  in  the  year  I63O  came  the  first  Richardson, 

Ezekiel,  who  came  from  England,  and  was  soon  followed  by  his  brothers 
Samuel  and  Thomas.  Ezekeil  came  over  in  the  fleet  with  Uinthrop. 

They  united  with  others  to  found  Woburn,  Mass.  There  was  an  Amos 
Richardson,  agent  for  Stephen  Uinthrop,  son  of  the  governor,  after 
his  departure  to  England,  in  I64I.  He  sometimes  wrote  his  name 
Richarson  and  Richenson,  or  it  was  so  written  for  him.  George  , 

Richardson  came  over  in  1635,  in  the  ship  Susan  and  Ellen,  John  ' 

and  Simon  Richardson  settled  in  Virginia.  Josiah  Richardson,  who 
lived  in  Chelmsford,  Mass,,  was  "fence  viewer,"  constable,  town  clerk, 
and  captain  of  the  military  company.  He  was  held  in  such  high  regard 
by  some  Indians  that  they  "  conveyed  to  him  land"  later  to  become  Lowell. 
There  was  a  Richard  Richardson  of  Boston. 

The  "noble  twin  brothers  of  Revolutionary  fame"  were  Capt, 

Edward  and  Moses  Richardson,  who  fought  side  by  side.  They  excited 
much  interest  when  they  rode  together. 

There  were  other  early  immigrants,  not  included  above.

In  Burke's  General  Armory  for  1844  is  given  a  description  of 
arms  of  twenty-one  different  Richardson  families  but  it  is  not 
known  that  any  of  the  early  settlers  by  that  name  in  America 
were  descended  from  armor-bearing  families.  (Richardson  Family, 

C.R.  Richardson,  I844) 

According  to  tradition,  to  many  of  the  various  families  of  this 
name  in  Great  Britain  arms  were  granted.  The  Richardsons  of  Scotland 
may  quarter  the  arms  of  Stewart  through  the  distaff  side  of  the  house. 

One  of  the  many  varieties  of  the  coat-of-arms  which  is  related 
to  the  largest  number  of  Richardsons  in  America  is: 

Arms  —  "Argent,  an  ostrich  proper,  on  chief  sable, 
tliree  lions'  heads  erased  of  the  field." 

Crest  -  "Upon  a  rock,  a  lion  rampant  quardant  proper, 
resting  the  sinister  paw  on  a  mullet  gold." 

Motto  -  "Animo  fide  et  honore," 

The  arms  of  Richardson  are:  Sable,  tv/o  hawks  belled  or,  on 

a  chief  indented  ermine,  a  pale  ermines,  and  three  lions'  heads 

counterchanged.

Iowa.  He  was  a  Civil  War  veteran,  Captain  of  a  regiment  of  Cav¬ 
alry.  He  sustained  a  leg  injury,  which  continued  to  give  him  trouble 
the  rest  of  his  life.

Letter  from  Agnes,  March  1949  (after  her  visit  to  Honolulu), 

Grandfather  Richardson  was  a  country  preacher  -  one  might  say, 
a  poor  country  preacher,  I  believe  he  received  $300.00  a  year  when 
they  could  pay  it,  and  some  country  produce.  It  was  a  distinction 
to  do  such  work,  and  to  be  such  a  man. 

He  worked  in  a  lumber  camp,  and  one  of  his  duties  -  according 
to  father  -  was  to  be  sure  the  men  had  enough  beer. 

I  don't  know  how  he  educated  himself,  or  was  educated  for  the 
ministry,  but  I  shall  always  remember  hearing  him  preach  the  little 
simple  and  beautiful  sermons  to  the  children  of  the  neighborhood. 
How  they  loved  it,  and  him.  He  had  a  nice  voice,  and  a  beautiful 
delivery,  and  a  pleasing  personality.  He  was  always  so  kindly,  and 
so  interested  in  every  child  around.  One  would  have  known  him  as  a 
thoroughly  well  educated  man,  and  a  wonderful  minister. 

Additional  reminiscences  from  Agnes: 

He  was  a  minister  in  Warren ,Thomaston,  Tennants  Harbor,  and 
that  area.  He  was  a  Country  or  Circuit  Preacher,  serving  two  or 
three  places  at  one  time.  He  was  a  very  human  minister.  One 
Sunday,  while  preaching,  he  noticed  black  clouds  gathering.  Most 
of  the  congregation  ii/ere  farmers  and  were  dependent  on  their  crops, 
and  hay  was  very  important.  Rain  would  ruin  it.  Grandfather 
stopped  his  sermon  and  said,  "We  will  now  go  to  the  hay  fields  and 
praise  the  Lord  by  getting  the  hay  in  before  the  rain  c ernes." 

They  went  from  one  field  to  another,  working  as  fast  as  possible 
and  had  the  hay  in  the  barns  before  the  rain  came. 

(I  remember  this  story  being  told  when  I  was  a  child.  HRK) 

Cornelius  disagrees  with  Agnes.  He  says  grandfather  had  one 
church  -  that  he  was  not  a  "circuit  minister."  Probably  this 
would  take  some  research  through  the  Annals  of  the  Baptist  Ghruch 
History  of  Maine. 
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FAMILY  ACTIVITIES 


During  their  growing  years  they  were  all  interested  in  many 
things  and  took  an  active  part  in  church  and  school  affairs. 

Their  mother  had  a  beautiful  voice  and  they  all  loved  music  and 
often  sang  together.  They  were  nature  lovers  and  early  learned 
gardening,  which  they  continued  to  enjoy  the  rest  of  their  lives, 

Eri  H.  Richardson  planned  to  become  a  Forester  and  went  to 
Leland  Stanford  University  at  Palo  Alto,  California,  where  he  met 
his  wife,  who  was  also  a  student.  His  plans  were  changed  by  the 
San  Francisco  earthquake  of  1906.  As  he  was  working  his  way  through 
college,  he  started  repairing  damaged  chimneys.  This  led  to  his 
establishing  his  own  Brick  and  Tile  business.  Comtemporaries 
claimed  he  "did  the  most  beautiful  tile  work  west  of  the  Mississippi." 
He  used  a  great  deal  of  Batchelder  tile,  which  had  very  lovely 
design  and  texture. 

Cornelius  T.  Richardson  joined  the  Carnation  Milk  Company  S 

(his  uncle's  business)  after  finishing  high  school.  He  started 
in  Forest  Grove,  Oregon,  learning  the  business.  Clare  West,  who 
became  his  wife,  was  teaching  dietetics  in  Forest  Grove.  He  was 
transferred  to  Hillsboro,  Oregon;  and  later  went  to  the  main  office, 
in  Seattle,  where  he  did  selling.  This  part  of  the  work  he  found 
less  interesting.  He  returned  to  Hillsboro,  as  superintendent  of 
the  factory.  When  Carnation  decided  to  branch  into  canned  dog 
food,  Hillsboro  was  chosen.  It  was  Cornelius'  job  to  work  out 
the  formula  and  convert  the  factory.  In  the  grounds  he  grew  hundreds 
of  beautiful  roses.  Altho  retired  he  is  running  a  furniture 
store.  His  wife  sells  Real  Estate,  and  they  reside  in  Hillsboro. 

Harry  Potts,  civil  engineer,  attended  Colorado  Agricultural 
College  at  Fort  Collins,  where  he  met  his  wife,  who  was  also  a 
student.  He  later  worked  for  the  telephone  company,  then  went  to 
the  Denver  Water  Department,  where  he  remained  until  his  retire¬ 
ment.  As  water  rights  engineer  he  developed  a  system  of  forecast¬ 
ing  snowpack  runoff.  This  ability  won  him  the  award  of  a  lifetime 
honorary  membership  in  the  Western  Snow  Conference.  Only  five 
such  memberships  exist  at  one  time.  He  and  his  wife,  Agnes,  reside 
in  Denver.

Harry  KLuegel,  civil  engineer,  attended  the  University  of 
California  at  Eerkoloy.  He  did  a  great  deal  of  work  in  both  water 
and  railroad  development.  He  has  had  a  number  of'Who's  Who"  articles, 
the  last  in  "Pan-Pacific  Who's  Who"  1940-41  Edition.  He  went  into 
World  War  I  as  a  captain,  and  came  out  as  a  Major,  Construction 
Division,  Quartermaster  Corps.  For  eighteen  years  he  was  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Settlement.  This  board 
directed  all  of  the  leprosy  work  in  the  Territory.  He  was  with 
that  board  until  his  retiement,  1949. 

Helen  graduated  from  Los  Angeles  General  Hospital,  1919,  and 
did  many  years  of  nursing.  She  worked  with  contagious  diseases, 
both  acute  and  chronic.  She  went  to  Hawaii  in  1928,  with  another 
nurse.  Later  she  became  Chief  Nurse  at  the  Kalaupapa  (Leper) 
Settlement,  where  she  met  her  husband.  After  his  death  she  returned’- 
to  nursing,  and  was  the  nurse  at  Oahu  Prison,  which  position  she 
held  for  over  five  years,  until  her  retirement.  This  is  the  only 
full-time  medical  position  on  the  prison  staff. 

Sidney  Coolidge,  Jr.,  graduated  from  Harvard,  where  many 
family  members  had  attended.  He  was  a  First  Lieut.  Ordinance, 

V/orld  War  I.  After  the  war  he  went  into  selling,  starting  with 
refrigerators.  They  were  living  in  Chicago  where  their  son  was 
born.  Taking  his  wife  and  son  he  went  to  Los  Angeles  and  went 
into  real  estate.  Several  years  later  he  and  his  family,  which 
now  included  a  daughter,  went  to  his  home  in  Concord,  and  he  started 
building,  as  well  as  selling.  He  built  some  very  attractive  homes. 
Lucy  now  resides  in  Woodland  Hills,  California,  near  her  son  and 
daughter  and  their  families. 

Eri  H.  Richardson,  Jr.,  graduated  from  Leland  Stanford  Univ¬ 
ersity  and  went  into  business.  During  World  War  II  he  was  appointed 
Major  and  was  stationed  in  Washington,  D.  C.  After  the  war  he 
continued  in  the  service  and  became  a  It.  Colonel.  His  special 
activity  is  planning  the  housing  areas  of  army  stations.  He  was

After  ho  finished  high  school.  Moil  made  two  round-the-world 
trips,  as  crew  member  on  the  President  line.

GRANDFATHER  RICHARDSON'S 
COTTAGE  BIBLES 

Late  in  July,  I  received  Bibles  from  Eri,  Jr.,  which  I 
sent  on  to  Cornelius,  for  Raj  Lee  and  Douglas.  These  Bibles 
we re  among  the  things  Eri  had  taken  back  with  him  from  our 
home,  and  Eri  Jr.  felt  they  should  be  passed  along  to  the 
younger  Richardsons.  I  had  asked  him  to  have  photostats  made 
for  me,  or  let  me  see  them  first,  and  was  delighted  that  he  sent 
them  on  to  me.  Eri  said  there  wasn't  much  information,  but 
what  I  found  is  of  considerable  help,  and  will  save  mo  some 
(possibly  considerable)  letter  writing.  I  had  photostat  copies 
made . 


These  Bibles  are  two,  large  size,  Volumes  of  the  "Cottage 
Bible,  Old  and  New  Testaments,  to  which  are  added,  The  References 
and  Marginal  Readings  of  the  Polyglott  Bible:"  published  Hart¬ 
ford:  D.  P.  Robinson  and  H.  F.  Sumner,  1837.  They  are  bound  in 
brown  leather. 

At  the  top  of  the  title  page  of  the  first  volume,  grand¬ 
father  has  written,  "These  Cottage  Bibles  were  bought  in  Port¬ 
land,  taken  to  our  home  in  Pownal  the  day  we  were  married  Oct. 

28,  1841  Orin  Richardson  to  Elizabeth  H.  Kent  of  Portland  at  her 
grandfather's  Justin  Kent  her  home  since  she  was  16  months  when 
her  father  died  in  Cumberland  Maine." 

Thus  we  have  the  (added)  Information  of  where  they  were 
married,  where  they  lived  at  that  time;  and  also  tells  us 
where  Ruth  (Prince)  Kent  went  after  her  husband's  early  death. 

The  records  of  Marriages,  Births  and  Deaths  are  in  the 
second  volume,  between  the  Old  and  New  Teatament.  Each  page 
has  two  columns  „  There  is  one  page  each  for  marriages  and  deaths, 
and  two  for  births.  Some  of  the  items  add  to  previous  informa¬ 
tion,  and  some  differs  from  the  records  shown  in  the  charts. 

Bible  records,  are  family  knowledge,  and  usually  very  carefully 
made;  and  considered  authentic,  even  though  they  may  disagree 
with  town  records,  which  may  have  been  copied  and  thus  subject 
to  error.

GRANDFATHER  &  GRAN  MOTHER  RICHARDSON 

He  was  a  boss  in  a  lumber  camp  in  Maine,  before  he  was 
a  minister.  As  boss,  one  of  his  jobs  was  to  see  that  there 
was  always  a  barrel  of  beer  in  camp  for  the  men. 

(Agnes  tells  the  above  story  of  Grandfather  R.) 

(Cornelius  says  it  was  Uncle  Justin). 

Orin  Richardson,  a  sawyer  and  provisioner,  market  house; 

lived  at  15  Smith  St.  (Portland,  Me.  Directory  for  1847). 

He  was  93  and  she  was  97,  lacking  one  month,  when  they 
died.  He  died  in  December  1910;  she  died  the  30th  March  1915. 

1906,  Newspaper  headline  -  probably  Denver  Post;- 
“Rev.  Orin  Richardson  and  Wife  Celebrate 

Sixty-fifth  Anniversary  of  Marriage. “  (Not  given  in  full) 
“Sixty-five  years  of  wedded  life  and  still  courting,  bill¬ 
ing  and  cooing  like  a  couple  of  turtle  doves.”  This  anniver¬ 
sary  was  celebrated  with  a  dinner  and  re-union  with  their 
children  and  grandchildren.  This  morning  they  will  go  to  the 
Broadway  Baptist  Church  where  a  short  anniversary  service  will 
be  held  in  their  honor  to  express  the  happiness,  peace  and 
content  which  their  life  partnership  has  brought  them. 

Through  the  stormy  times  of  the  Civil  War,  Rev.  Richardson 
guided  his  flock  in  Portland,  Me.  Except  for  the  accidental 
drowning  of  their  son  Joseph,  in'  Buenos  Aires,  South  America, 
“while  in  bathing,"  there  has  been  no  death  in  the  family. 

"A  casket  never  passed  in  or  out  of  their  door."  A  more 
remarkable  couple  is  not  known  to  any  of  the  family  or  their 
friends . 

All  his  life  the  Rev.  Richardson  has  been  more  or  less 
of  an  invalid,  suffering  from  fainting  and  dizzy  spells  ever 
since  a  child.  His  wife  has  always  had  robust  physique  and 
health,  thus  feared  her  husband  would  not  live  as  long  as  she. 

For  the  last  three  years  Mr.  Richardson  has  been  stone  deaf, 
not  hearing  a  sound,,  Though  he  divines  all  that  his  wife  says 
to  him„

In  all  his  life  he  has  not  dieted,  but  has  eaten  what 
he  wanted  and  all  he  wanted,  and  worked  hard  all  his  life. 

In  somewhat  reproachful  tones,  his  wife  states  he  has  never 
taken  care  of  himself,  or  his  health.  At  times,  when  younger, 
he  would  go  out  into  the  fields  near  his  home  ad  mow  hay  with 
a  hand  scythe  on  a  moonlight  night  until  midnight,  after  work¬ 
ing  all  day. 

Mrs.  Richardson  has  taken  better  care  of  herself,  according 
to  her  children,  though  she  does  not  acknowledge  it.  She  is, 
at  the  present  time,  the  better  preserved  of  the  two.  He 
has  a  tall  gaunt  figure,  and  a  white  flowing  beard  over  his 
chest. 

In  these  later  years  the  couple  sit  side  by  side,  with 
their  hands  clasped,  in  the  sunlight,  in  seeming  silent 
communion  with  each  other,  or  strolling  through  the  garden 
surrounding  the  home.  When  Mrs.  Richardson  reads  the  Bible, 
or  any  other  book,  her  husband  follows  her  carefully  as  she 
reads.  They  are  content  when  they  are  together  in  their 
accostumed  seats.  Rev.  Richardson  admonishes:  !,Be  temperate 
in  all  things,  and  live  a  clean  wholesome  life." 

Mr.  Richardson  states:  "We  have  never  had  anything  to  dis¬ 
turb  the  tranquility  of  our  esdstence  and  have  pursued  the 
even  tenor  of  our  ways.  We  are  happier  now  than  ever,  and 
are  both  good  for  many  years  yet."  She  says,  "Of  course  we 
have  quarreled  like  all  other  couples.  One  misses  half  the 
fun  in  life  if  they  don’t  quarrel  a  little.  Ue  have  lived  and 
been  persistent  in  living  the  simple  life,  according  to  the 
Golden  Rule,  and  allegiance  to  God." 

They  have  been  in  Denver  for  six  years.  He  spent  the 
early  part  of  his  life  in  the  clothing  business  and  then  joined 
the  ministry.  He  preached  in  one  church  for  over  forty  years.. 
They  were  married  when  the  bride  was  23  and  the  groom  24,  years 
old. 
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Priscilla  (Carpenter-Wright )  Cooper,  wife  of 
John  Cooper,  is  incorrectly  included  in  our 
(fan  chart)  ancestry.  When  Ann  Cooper  married 
Ephraim  Morton,  she  was  called  "daughter  of 
John  and.  Priscilla,  which  was  the  line  I  fol- 
lowed  in  making  my  chart.  However,  she  was 
second  wife  of  John  Cooper  and  could  not  have 
been  Ann’s  mother.  The  name  of  his  first  wife 
is  not  known.  Alexander  Carpenter,  Priscilla’s 
father  still  belongs  in  our  ancestry  as  he  was 
also  the  father  of  Julia  Ann  (Juliana)  who 
married  George  Morton.
